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MILITIA LAW. | 


An Act to organize and regulate the Militia of the State of Indiana. . ` 
[APPROVED, FEBRUARY 10, 1831.] 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the state of 
Indiana, That each and every able-bodied white male citi- Who are sub- 
zen of the United States, resident in this state, not less than ject to-militia, 
eighteen, nor more than forty-five yéars of age,.except those duty, and how 
excepted or exempted by this or some other act or law of ' 
this state, or the United States, shall, severally and respec- 
tively, be enrolled in the militia of the state of Indiana, by | 
the captain or commanding officer, within the bounds of 
whose company such citizen may reside; and every citizen Arms, &c. 
so enrolled, shall provide himself with a good rifle, musket equipments. 
or fusee, with a cartouch box to contain at least twenty-four 
cartridges, suited to the bore of his musket or fusee, or a 
ouch to contain at least twenty-four balls suited to the ca- — - 
ber of his rifle, and a powder horn to contain at least one 
quarter of a pound of powder; and every such.citizen shall 
appear, so armed and equipped, on all days of muster ap- 
pointed by law; and every citizen who shall provide himself Arms, &c. | 
with arms and accoutrements, or shall uniform and equip exempt from 
himself, agreeably to the provisions of this act, shall hold **eeutiony&o. 
the same exempt from all executions, attachments, distress, ` 
seizure and, sale for debts, damages or taxes, any law to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

An Act for establishing rules and artieles for the government of the armies of the 
. . United States. . 


[APPROVED, APRIL 10, 1806.] 


« Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That, from and after the pass- 
ing of this act, the following shall be the rules and articles by which the. 

rmies of the United states shall be governed. | 

| Art, 1. Every officer, now in the army of the United States, shall, 
in six months from the passing of this act, and every officer-who shall 
' hereafter be appointed, shall, before he enters on the duties of his office, 
subscribe these rules and regulations. 

Ant. 2, It is earnestly recommended to all officers and soldiers dili- 
gently to attend divine service; and all officers who shall behave inde- 
cently or irreveréntly, at any. place of divine worship, shall, if commis- 
sioned officers, be brought before a general court martial, there to be 
publicly and severely reprimanded by the president; if non-commission- 
ed officers or soldiers, every person so offending shall, for his first offence, 
forfeit one-sixth of a dollar, to be deducted out of his next pay; for the 
second offence, he shall not only forfeit a like sum, but be confined twen- 

ty-four hours; and for every like offence, shall suffer and pay in like man- - 

ner; which money, so forfeited, shall be applied, by the captain or senior 
officer of the troop or company, to the use of the sick soldiers of the com- 
pany or troop to which the offender belongs. ` tU 

Art, 3. Any non-commissioned officer or soldier who shall use any
